At the outset, it may not be out of place to mention the 
main cause that has led to present industrial dispute . 


Working of factory of the Management at the Zuarinagar 
is in the nature of continuous process . The factory is in opera 
tion for twenty four hours and the workmen specially in 
production Department have to work in shifts round the 
clock . Because of this continuous operation , the workmen 
have got to report for duty on time not only for normal 
working but also to attend to maintenance and emergency 
work that may arise from time to time. 


Arbitration award under Section 10 ( A ) of the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947 
in respect of dispute between the Management of M /s. Zuari Agro 

Chemicals Ltd., Zuarinagar, Sancoale Goa and their workmen 


For this purpose one of the conditions of appointment service 
for workmen is that if the Management provides accommoda 
tion in the owned or leased premises, workmen should stay 
there . The rent charged by the Company for such quarters 
is at the rate of 10 % of basic salary and dearness allowance . 
When the quarters are shared by more than one workmen 
the rent is charged at (1) flat rate of Rs. 20 for E type 
quarter ( ii ) 5 % of basic salary and D. A. for : D type quarters 
or ( ii) Fat rate of Rs. 20 in the hostel type of accommodation 
formerly occupied by Japanese technicians :

It is the contention of the Union that the Management does 
not follow definite criterion in this regard and alloted quarters 
to different grades of employees and forced them to stay in the 
quarters stating that it was a make shift arrangement pend 
ing construction of new quarters after these employees were 
made permanent. The Union was not able to substantiate this 
claim except pointing out some stray cases which were attend . 
ed to by the Management on special merits , which I find are 
genuine. 


The Management denies that the quarters now alloted are 
on temporary basis and maintains that there is no reason or 
justification for a demand to change the present quarters

In addition to these types of quarters, there are some quar 
ters where the accommodation provided is of hostel type 
which is alloted to mostly bachelors. 

In order to assist the residents of quarters to develop land 
scape /gardens in the space around their houses , the Manage 
ment gives a monthly gardening allowance in addition to ** 
fixed subsidy towards initial expenses . Against this back . 
ground , the main issues are considered as follows : 


depending upon their recommendations, location of future 
quarters may be decided upon . So far as location of F type 
quarters is concerned , I do not consider that they are very far 
off considering the future expansion of factory . Presuming that 
the remediable defects in these quarters will be attended to 
very shortly I find that while the quarters of D type are 
suitable , those of E and F type need some modifications . 
These are i) Construction of a partition wall in the bed -room 
oï E type quarters so as to create a passage between the 
bed - room proper and bath -room and W.C. so that access to 
these latter can be secured without disturbing privacy of bed 
-room . False ceiling, should be provided in the bed and living 
rooms. Levelling should be done of ground around these build 
ings so that floor level inside remains at least 30 cm , higher 
than outside ground level. ( ii ) Provision of false ceiling in bed 
wroom of F type quarter, replacement of existing main door 
by a panelled door and replastering of walls inside where the 
plaster has pealed off the walls . 


Suitability of existing quarters. Só far as the first issue 
regarding suitability of existing residential quarters is con 
cerned , following points arise for consideration . 


Suitability or otherwise of an accommodation can be judged 
best by comparison with norms that might have been fixed for 
the purpose. So far no such morms have been fixed by any 
statute . Nor do they form part of service conditions that have 
been agreed upon the two parties . Suitability is a broad con 
cept which allows considerable latitude in the variety , range 
and standards . 


After these repairs are carried out, windows and door 
shutters of all quarters should be repaired wherever necessary 
and all the quarters should be painted inside --water, bound 
distemper for D and E type and white lime wash for 
F type and outside by suitable colour wash . 


So far as suitability of quarters is considered vis - a -vis . 
.common facilities or general amenities I find these are inade . 
quate . The Management should construct a shopping centre 
where all types of provisions can be obtained . Existing arran 
gement is not adequate. Likewise there should be a better 
building for health centre to which a dispensary should be : 
attached . There should also be a primary school within the 


It is the contention of the Union that the quarters allotted to 
different grades of employees are not suitable and that their 
location is unhygienic . The Union has not adduced any justi 
fications to their claim that construction of quarters should 
follow norms laid down by the Government of India for its 
employees vide its Office Memorandum No. 1702 ( 3 ) / 66 - W 
dated 6-2-67 while their claim that quarters should have com 
parison with quarters of similar type of Industries like SPIC , 
GSFC deserves consideration . Regarding unhygienic conditions, 
the Union has pointed out that ( i) Construction of all the 
three types of quarters is defective, the main defects being 
Jeakages through roof, dampness through external walls and 
the door shutters being not adequately strong and safe ( ii ) the 
location of D type quarters suffers from hazard of bad smell 
of ammonia from effluent discharged in Bisso reservoir ( iii) 
the location of F type quarters is far off from factory and 
beyond easy walking distance ( iv ) the level of general ground 
around E type quarters is almost same as that of floor inside 
with the result that there is excessive humidity inside these 
quarters and ( v ) the E and F type quarters have Asbestos 
Cement sheet roofing which make the atmosphere inside these 
quarters hot .

The Management is already having a club, an indoor bad 
minton and table tennis court and an open air theatre . These 
amenities are fairly adequate . 


At the time of site inspection , it was verified that most of 
the defects in construction , like leakages through roofs and 
wetness through walls were being attended to and the Mana 
gement assured that before next rainy season all these defects 
would be rectified . 


In addition to these facilities which should be common for ab . 
types of quarters , a small children s park should be constructed 
near each colony j.e. one for D type quarters , one for EY 
type quarters and one for F type quarters .

Suitability of these quarters, in the final instance , cannot be 
decided without first establishing norms as already pointed . 
above . For that matter , the issue at serial number three per 
tains to this subject . This however is a long term objective , 
for seeking solution of which the financial side of the problem 
has to be kept in view . In my opinion , therefore , the quarters : 
of D , E and F 
would be suitable for being allotted to categories of staff to

As regards the pungent smell hazard , the Management 
stated that at the time of pumping of effluent some smell 
was there but that steps were being taken to minimise this 
defect .

Whereas by Government Notification N RD /LQN / 176 / 71 
dated 17-11-1971 published on page 245-246 of Series I , 
No. 36 of the Official Gazette , dated 2-12-1971 . it 
notified under Section 4 of the Land Acquisition Act , 1894 
(hereinafter referred to as « the said Act » ) that the land , 
specified in the schedule appended to the said Notification 
(hereinafter referred to as the « said land» ) was likely to 
be needed for the public purpose viz.
